A VISIT TO THE WINNIPEG TRIBUNE 

How does a daily paper manage to get its product on the street on time and every day? 
It’s a question that puzzles us all and a group of department managers had the privilege 
of seeing just how it is done. They visited the Tribune on Tuesday, March 7, and were 
taken through the plant and shown all the processes that are involved in rushing a paper 
through. Finally they stood beside the giant presses and watched the experts make the 
final tests, take off a dozen or so papers at a time for checking, and when all met with their 
approval, give the signal which started the run and then listened as the machinery gath¬ 
ered momentum and the murmur grew to a roar. 


The above picture of a few of the group members was taken as they started their tour. 
It was rushed through development and printing and a plate was made by a new machine 
called a Scanagraver, an electronic engraving machine which produces the plate on plastic 
by a process resembling that used in television. This picture appeared within three hours 
in the paper. 

The Tribune visit was part of a course of 12 meetings held weekly during February, 
March and April and attended by 25 Department Managers. These were arranged by 
V. H. Young of the Staff Training Department. The speakers included Mr. J. Bruce, Mr. 
B. C. Sutherland, Mr. K. A. Smith, Mr. T. L. O. Thomas, Mr. H D. Macnamara, Mr. J. Paul, 
Mr. G. R. Purchase, Mr. W. J. Thomson, Mr. G. M. Bell, Mr. R. D. Parker and Mr. J. L. 
MacKechnie. The subjects ranged through the whole field of retailing.
